Mrs. Shea, parents of the boys who were 
fighting and told them of the circum- 
stances and requested them to come to the 
rooms the following Monday evening. 3Tr.

Assistant Secretary Barton was also 
present and "witnessed the bout. It was 
he who went for Officer Eicfcson. On an- 
other occasion he saw two young boys 
going in there. 


Kalph Hayden related an occurrence he 


had seen in the saloon, when two boys., 
the older about 1-t years of age, were haw- 
ing a boxing bout and enjoying a "great 
time." He visits the gymnasium every 
day, and never noticed any ' other disturb- 
ance in the saloon. 


Frederick G. Fleming, another gymnast, 


saw two or three boys, 9 or 10 years of 
age. going into the place about two 
months ago. 
Warren L. Floyd, a director of the 


"Y". M. C. A., ELnd a man opposed to the 
granting of liquor licenses and a llno 
license" man, according to hi3 own -words, 
had heard the case in question reported to 
the directors. A few evenings after the 
occurrence, Mr. Fitts called at the 
Y. M. C. A. rooms, and asked if the case 
could be settled. "I told him so far as I 
was concerned it could not., as I am op- 
posed to liquor licenses. He said he had 
discharged the bartender "who "was present 
at 
the 
occurrence." Mr. Pratt then 
started to question Mr. Floyd. He asked 
the object of the association and Mr. 
Floyd replied. ""Moral education and re- 
liirious training:' 


"This did not satisfy Mr. Pratt, who 


asked if it was not 'to reclaim young men 
who had gone astray." Mr. Floyd ad- 
mitted so. and in response to a question of 
Mr. Pratt, said, he did not fcuow that any 
members of the T. iL C. A. go- into 
Deehan i& Flits' place. 
William H- Ward, another director, said 
he heard the. case reported to the board, 
and was also present the evening when 
Mr. Fitts called to try and fix: the matter 
up. At that time he told Mr. Fitts that 
he looked like an intelligent man who 


Officer Hickson patrols this beat. He 
has never had occasion to report anything 
disorderly about the place only on the 
evening of March 13th. He has never 
made,any arrests in the place. He ad- 
mitted that he arrested a man in that 
vicinity about one week ago-but could not 
say from what saloon he came. 
He saw 


boys boxing on March 13, and chased 
them out. He receives complaints from 
several saloon keepers about youngsters 
running into their places and annoying 
them: tried to keep them away bul was 
unable to do so. He wished to deny the 
statement of Secretary Jones that he went 
reluctantly to Deehan & Fitts: place,"S'hen 
complaint was made to bim that boys were 
boxing there.

Officer Dennett patrols this section dur- 
ing the day and never saw or heard of any 
trouble there, and never made but one ar- 
rest thare-and this at the request af Mr. 

The case in point was one where 
two intoxicated individuals came In and 
asked for drink, and being refused raised a 
disturbance. 
Secretary Jones he never

VARIOUS IDEAS OF JUSTICE. . 


It is not the province of a newspaper to 


pass sentence upou n prisoner accused of 
any offence; that is the duty of the judge 
or the jury that hears the evidence. 
But 


if the sentence is manifestly unjust, if it is 
too light or too heavy as compared with 
the sentences in cases precisely similar, or 
as judged by universal custom In such 
cases, then it is the duty oi the newspaper 
to note the fact. 
/ 


There i3 no intention in this article to 


palliate the offences of those who attempt- 
ed to assault O'Xeil or to express sympathy 
for them. If guilty of the charge, they 
took the iaiv into their own hands and de- 
serve punishment. - 15ut there are 
two 


features of the last assault cases worthy of 
attention. When imposing a fine in tlie 
second assault case, the judge stated that 
if another case of the kind came before 
him, he wonld impose a sentence. 


Two other cases of a similar character 


came before the court and in accordance 
•with the promise previously made, both 
pot sentences. 
If all those charged wiLh 


assaulting O'Xeil v/ere parties to a con- 
spiracy, the court's action would be fully 
justified, right and proper; but there was 
no proof of collusion amojig the accused. 
'In point of. fact, they were not acquainted 
with one another. If the same rifle were 
followed in dealing with drunkards, where- 
in it would "be just a? permissible, we 
should have a scale of penalties forming a 
sort of arithmetical progression, beginning 
say at five dollars for the first, ten for the 
second, fifteen for the third and so on 
nnlil the unfortunate who happened to he 
tenth wonld pay over $50 for an 
offence 


precisely similar to that for which the first 
paid but five dollars. This may be consid- 
ered an unfair application of the reductio 
ad absurdam. but it only shows the ab- 
surdity of holding an offender in any way 
Tespcnsible for previous offences commit- 
ted by others, wholly without his knowl- 
edge or participation. 
It is difficult to 


reconcile such a mie with the idea of lik 
penalties for like offences or equal justice 
to all. 


Another feature of the case was, that 


Judge Uadley said he_ endeavored to keep 
the cause of the assaults out of the trial.

The law taxing shares in foreign cor- 


porations Is justified on tho ground that 
such shores. uru personal property, nnd 
may therefore be.properly irsxed to the 
owner In tho placo where he resides. The' 
reply to this claim is that the.certificate ot 
ownership in a corporation partakes no 
inoro of the nature of property than the 
title deed to reul estate; that 


It Is tliu Shadow. Not the Substance, 


of property. It may bo lost or destroyed, 
yet thu jiropercy remniug. If this woro 
not tho case; if wu could water realty and 
give it a double value by simply forming 
corporations and Issuing shares of stock to 
the amounts of. Its value, as real estate all 
our farmers would shortly be living in 
clover.

.eadcr in the house *)t commons, in ado a 
Icrongr speech in furor of double standard. 


He said that the belief In bimetallism 


rfas growing, not only in. London and 
England, bat throughout the civilized 
world. Onegrent change wns noticeable. 
It was seldom now asserted that bimetal- 
lism WBS Intrinsically impossible. For- 
merly a bimetallisc was regarded as a dan- 
gerous faddist. 


Economists who placed value on tho 


lessons of experience had before them the 
Irrefutable fact, that while the Latin na- 
tions maintained the bimetallic bysttrn, 
the par of exchange of gold and silver was 
|res£rved for tho whole world, duspito 
t.-^rs, Industrial disturbances and discov- 
irias of tho precious metals.

. Some persons admitted thnt monometal- 
lism in a large portion of the world had 
depreciated prices and put a bounty on 
imports. Thus, for instance, Great Brit- 
ain bought from India and other countries 
•wheat at a price below its legitimate 
value, and these persons declared that 
this T.VOS an advantage to the consumers 
mul therefore benaflced the mass of the 
c-'jrain unity. 


Some Pointed Arguments. 


Mr. Balfou.- declared, however, that he 


*T:IS convinced that nobody was so foolish 
rii to supposo that the Interests of Great 
liricain were benefited generally by an 
unlimited fall in prices, nor that any 
ijin-e^ody of city men were so unserupu,- 
:..., ;is to desire that the debts of foreign 
hiuiuns should be augmented by a change 
in :lie value o£ the currency in which they 
H ere paid. 


Another argument "was that the bani- 


ln:r supremacy of London'would be .threat- 
e.'u-d by H currency chango, oat no mono- 
macitlllsb was ever able to exploln how. 
H'J contended that London, as the finan- 
cial center of the world, would gain 
nther than lose anything by placing the 
currency of the world on a founder basis. 
The third argument was very absurd. 
Tuis was that & change would depreciate 
gold, and that, therefore, persons having 
'deposit? in banks payable in sold would 
withdraw them instantly. 
The change 


threatened thus to causa such a eommer- 
cinl'crisis as the world had never seen. 
This argument was supported by Mr. 
Gladstone and William Vernon Hnrcourt. 


Though a panic was proverbially.un- 


reasonable, there appeared to him no 
ground to suppose that the people would 
do anything so inordinately silly as to 
withdraw their deposits because the 
world's currency was going to be pnt on a 
stable basis, which, except in particular 
International 
transactions, 
they have 


ntver discovered, and which, except for 
its slow effect on the great movements of 
commen?:, would havo no effect on pri- 
vate individual convenience. The fourth 
and strongest argument was *'let well 
enough, alone," but blmetallists asked was 
it well enough? 


Tlie Brltiali System. 


People talked of tho excellence of the 


British system, but they find, although 
the gold standard obtained in Great 
Britain is the currency of Hong Kong and 
the Straits. Settlements, -while in India 
debts are "paid in something which is 
neith'er silver or gold, but the strangest 
product of monojiiulallist ingenuity the 
world has ever seen, and as arbitrary as 
any forced paper currency and ns expen- 
sive as any metallic currency the world 
has overheard of, a standard varying uc- 
cording to the arbitrary will of the finance 
minister of India! This triple system was 
manifestly ridiculous. Some alteration of 
this system was imperatively required. 


'If Britons turned to tho world ac largo 
they would find the sentiment is much 
stronger. To "consider homo interests in 
framing a currency, while Great Britain is 
connected with foreign countries by every 
commercial tie, was a violation of the com- 
mon sense of every practical business mun. 


"When the country depended for its very 


bread on foreign nations, and if it were 
cat off could not live a- day, and would 
have ruin staring it in the face, it was the 
height of folly to attempt isolation, re- 
specting the currency medium. 


He did not believe that the common 


sense of the nation would long tolerate 
such a state of things in view of what was 
proceeding in America, Germany and 
Prance, and even in Great Britain he v.-as 
convinced that men of all classes would 
•oon combine to end the reproach of our 
civilization. 


The meeticR adopted a report of pro- 


gress. "The league has decided to raise a 
guarantee fund of £100,000, to bo devoted 
to Che propagation of tho bi-metallic move- 
ment. Fifty thousand pounds has al- 
ready been promised by subscriber.

Clean so£t water In abundance, plonty of 
clean rind soft old rags oiid a leather or 
cliamolu skin—these are necessary. Wash 
the windows down quickly, inside and out 
ond dry with trie rags. Begin insido; fln- 
ish outside. Some people uso&bo Jcathor 
for washing with. 
A little nrrnlionia In 


tho water la helpful whero there ia smoko, 
but bo careful not to gee too much in tho 
water, as it will injure tho paint.

dows, say up stnlrai kitchen, etc,, a wnsh- 
|ng down with ammonia (least bit) nnd 
r,-nter and washing off with clear, then .a 
rubbing dry with chamois, is all that is 
needed. 
For fine glass, rubbing to a pol- 


ish with newspaper is recommended. 
Printers' ink is the polisher of tho ago.

The defendant was convicted of main- 


.aiuiug a liquor nuisance in Cambridge be- 
.ween Aug. 1.-1892, and Feb. 23, 1S03. At

going Into a side door in the L of the de- 
fendant's house on Harding street, and 
.hat some of them were under the influ- 
ence of liquor when they came out. From 
this side door there was a path to a side 
door in the L of another house. In this L 
was a room locked with a brass padlock 
ind in the room on Feb. 19, 1S93, was .1 
,hree-gallon jug nearly full of whiskey. A 
tey fitting the padlock wis in the defend- 
ant's house. 
Exceptions wore taken to the admission 


of evidence that on the same day the dc 
rendant's daughter, a girl of 10, who livec 
with her, after looking up and down the 
street in front of the houses, was seen to 
^o several times from the defendant's side 
loor to the other, in a loose dress, aud to 
return holding her dress as if she had 
something under it; that the officer seizet 
tuis object from the outside of the dress 
and found it a hard substance, in size anc 
shape like a quart bottle; that the defend 
ml was present and ordered the officer to 
let the girl go; that he said, "Let rue see 
what that is;" and that .the defendant an. 
swered "No, I won't." 


The court says the defendant's answer 


may have been dictated by other reasons, 
but the jury were at liberty to find that ii 
was due to unwillingness on her account 
to let the officer know what the object li 
a bottle was. The evidence was admisei 
ble, the court holds, in connection will 
the other facts. The modo in which the 
officer got his knowledge of what the glr 
had in her hand did not make tlie fact in- 
admissible.

Mrs. Stevens -was one of .-the large fam- 


ily of Judge Heed, a prominent jurist ol 
Massachusetts. 
She wns born in Lowell 


a Httlo more than 01 years ago. "While she 
was only a girl sho met Paran Stevens, a 
wealthy hotel man ot.thia city, to whom 
she was married a year later. 
It was in 


Boston, however, where Mrs. Stavens first 
began her social life, in which she later 
achieved such a success. 
Paran Stevens 


owned tho Tramont Houao in that city, 
and It was in that house that Mrs. Ste- 
vens began to entertain 90 lavishly; it was 
here tnat sha first mat all of Boston's so- 
cloty people. 


Valuable Property Fossesfllonfl. 


Mr. and Mrs. Stevens later took up their 


residence in this city, and it was hore that 
Mr. Stevens died 20 years ago, leaving an 
oefato valued at almost 81,000,000. In- 
cluded in this estate was the Victoria 
hotel, which failed a few days a,go, a share 
in the Fifth Avonuo hotel, the residence 
ond business house at 230 and 228 ITif th 
avenue, and considerable hotel property in 
Boston. To this property Mrs. Stevens, 
assisted by her manager, Mr. Rankin, 
gave her undivided attention. 


Two children wore born to the couple, 


Henry Stevens, who died 13 years ago, and 
Mnry Flsk Stevens, who is the wife of Sir

The eighth annual banquet of the Low- 


ell Board of Trade in Odd Fellows' hall, 
last evening, was one of the moot success- 
ful affaire of Its kind ever held in this 
city. 


Aside from tho excellence of the repast 


set forth by the Page company and tho 
finished efforts of the, male members of 
the Lowell orchestral society in their mu- 
sical numbers, which were both delightful, 
the banquet bases its great success upon 
its postprandial exercises which were with- 
out a dull moment and which developed 
into the most earnest and probably most 
influential boom for the proposed estab- 
lishment of a textile school In Lowell,that 
haa yet been heard. 


The invited guests from out-of-town, 


who were also speakers, were: Hou. W. 
31. Butler of New Bedford, president of 
the state senate; C. J. H. Woodbury, 
secretary of the New England Cotton 
Manufacturers' association; Rev. Charles 
S. Murkland, formerly of Lowell, and 
president o£ the New Hampshire state 
agricultural college; and 
Clarence P. 


Lovell, secretary of the state board of 
trade, and secretary of tho Fruit and Pro- 
duce Exchange of Boston. 
Then there were about 125 prominent

At nine o'clock the bountiful repast was 


concluded and cigars lighted, President 
Hanscom called to order, making a speech 
of welcome. Having expressed regret at 
the absence of His Excellency, Governor 
Greenhalge, who was unavoidably kept 
away, he introduced

president of .the state senate, who said: "I 
feel the Influence of such bodies as this 
upon that portion of the government with 
which. I have been identified in the past 
six years. The boards of trade of the 
state-have made deep .impressions upon 
the legislature. .Thus these boards should 
realize their Influence and increase It by 
being-conservative and careful In signing 
and sending petitions to the state house. 
"I am confident that.the laws passed 


through the efforts of tho boards of trade 
as expressions of their judgment have 
done much to benefit the condition of the 
commonwealth. 
One matter which has 


interested your board of trade, is the es- 
tablishment of a textile school (applause). 
Our board of trade In New Bedford also 
feels the necessity of such a school and 
has gone to tho legislature. I am pleased 
to 
say that 
I 
think 
the 
legis- 


lative committee appointed to look up this 
matter have been favorably impressed and 
that In a few days the state will give us 
some aid and recognition in the matter. 
The cities of Lowell, Lawrence, 
Fall 


River and New Bedford are all textile 
cities and I hope they will unite- on all 
matters of common Interest." 


Mayor W. F. Courtney. 


Pres. Hanscom in introducing His 
Honor, Mayor Courtney, read an extract 
from His Honor's inaugural compliment- 
ing the work of tho board of trade; Pres. 
Hanscom also incidentally deplored tho 
present condition of affairs in the city 
council and concluded by stating that all 
would agree that with an organized gov- 
ernment His Honor would give us one of 
the cleanest and most economical adminis- 
trations that Lowell has ever had. 
The mayor was greatly applauded and 


prefaced his remarks with a witty story 
about himself, Col. Jfm Bennett and Ed. 
Ellingwood. 
He then said, "We are now particularly 


concerned with present and not with the 
past. We find that after three months the 
city's business is where it was at inaugura- 
tion. There are many people who blame the 
common council and tell what they would 
do if they were there. But with the con- 
dition of political affairs and public opin- 
ion no man will dare to vote for the candi- 
date of the other party to be held up to 
the scorn of the very people who are talk- 
ing most about the deadlock. 
At this 


stage of affairs I think a trade is honora- 
ble rather than corrupt and I 
think 


that one such as has been suggested, 
namely giving the republicans the presi- 
dency and member of the school board for 
the retention of two trustworthy efflcials, 
the city clerk and city treasurer. 
"I have endeavored to advise with the 


members of the council to bring about a 
change in the condition of affairs. One 
suggestion is to have delegations from 
both parties to appoint committees and 
then draw lots for presidency. 
Since the

school board, both parties have united in 
their endeavor to carry out the best inter- 
ests of the public schools. 
"Outside of the business, of the council 


I have attended to all the duties of the 
office and I think we are going on endeav- 
oring to give the the citizens an economic 
administration." 
His Honor then paid high compliment 


to the efforts of the board toward pro- 
motine public good. He also expressed 
the ho'pe that Mr. Butler and the New 
Bedford board of trade would assist Low- 
ell in its endeavor to get a textile school 
here as Lowell was the first city to agitate 
such a movement; (Applause.) 


Rev. Charles S. Murklnnd. 


a former Lowell resident now president of 
the New Hampuhlre State Agricultural 
college was next introduced. His remarks 
sparkled with wit and humor interspers- 
ing very earnest expressions. 
He said 


partially "The board of trade is an orga- 
nization which will stay, for it represents 
the unpremeditated tendency toward co- 
operation, one of the strongest tendencies 
in life. It works, more for all at .1 less for 
self. It endeavors to gather all In one 
strong active mass. It IB like religion. We 
look for the brotherhood of man under 
one God. We • are coming . towards. the 
parliament of nations and the federation 
of mankind. I believe "that • the time has 
come when the ^energy of/the state shall be 
turned toward such education as will bring 
more executive power in: business life. The 
state is coming to "a'duty by which It "will 


give opportunity to every boy and girl to 
become useful men and women. Increase 
your northern skill a.nd power by educat- 
ing your boys and 'you will overcome 
southern 
cheapness. 
This 
tendency 


toward 
the 
gathering 
together 
of 


men is the leading one of the day and we 
will all come to realize that there is some- 
thing in the power of our American insti- 
tutions to bring about unity of all." 
: 


C. J. H. Woodbnry, 


secretary of the New England Cotton 
Manufacturers' association, and a civil en- 
gineer who received his early education in 
hydraulics under the late James Francisj 
was next introduced and his remarks were 
upon beneficial influence of boards of trade 
upon their cities from even , the olden 
times. The word "sterling" which is 
symbolic of honesty 
and uprightness, 


comes from the word'""Easterllng" which 
was applied to the olden boards of trade. 
"I feel a -great interest in the textile 
school.- The day is past when there is a 
premium on Ignorance in manufacturing 
business in Massachusetts. 
The public 


school system originated in this state and 
has gone on and it may be almost a heresy 
to state that some of the imitations of the 
Massachusetts schools in other states are 
almost as good as the original. So it Is in 
textile matters and I think in time there 
will be a proper sub-division in textile 
education. I believe that a textile school 
should have proper environments. 
It 


should be situated in the centre of such 
textile manufactures as it teaches to its 
pupils." 


Sec. Clarence P. Lovell 


of Gloucsster said that fishermen and 
textile men were different kinds of men, 
and then entertained with a witty speech 
complimenting this city which organized 
the State Board of Trade of which he is 
secretary. The state hoard is but the 
nucleus of a board which will eventually 
extend all over this country. We are to 
have a New England board of trade very 
soou and in time will have one national 
board comprised of the leading business 
men of the country, He was a republican 
in politics he said, but he believed in wip- 
ing out partisan politics in municipal 
affairs. 
He urged the necessity of more 


business men in public affairs In order 
that we may have business laws. 


Bunt. THomns Walab. 


of the Hamilton mills is a great believer 
in textile schools. He noted the fact that 
not enough interest in the textile industry 
Is manifested by our citizens. "I would 
like to see something done to remove the 
present feeling of enmity against those 
who run mills and hire men to do textile 
work, and this will be brought about by 
the establishment of the textile school." 


He then compared this country with 


England and others where textile schools 
are 
flourishing.

"This southern question Is not a bluff, 


It Is a question of revenue. We must 
manufacture a higher grade of goods to 
compote with the south. Now, we cannot 
import skilled labor, as legislation has 
closed the doora and our skilled laborers 
must como from the textile schools. It is 
an absolute necessity. 
We may not meet 


the difficulty by educating superintendents 
and treasurers; we must educate the great 
mass of the people, (applause); we have 
plenty of practical training, but we need 
theoretical 
training 
. and 
must 


have It 
through tho textile schools. 
I 
believe 
In 
trades' 
unions 


where they are properly organized and 
conducted but at present in "them the 
skilled laborers are kept down by the un- 
skilled whom they have to carry along 
with them. Educate the boys, and let the 
higher class of textile education go for the 
time. This movement Is for the people 
themselves who are now engaged in this 
Industry and the children coming out of 
the 
schools." 
Mr. Walsh's remarks 
throughout were among the moat practical 
heard upon that particular subject up to 
date.

Y. M. C. A. DIRECTORS APPEAR 


AS REMONSTRANTS 


To a Renewal of Privileges at the 


Central House. 


The license commissioners had a long 


liege of It yesterday afternoon, but a com- 
paratively easy, In fact delightful one, 
:ompared with the stormy meetings of 
;he board of aldermen In previous years 
on the eve of license granting time. 


For two and one-half hours they lis- 


tened patiently to the pleadings of the T. 
M. C. A. directors and others, offered in 
protest to granting a license to Deehan & 
Fitts. 


It will be remembered that the commis- 


sion on Tuesday granted but 70 licenses, 
although they could have granted 77. The 
77th was held over pending a decision on 
yesterday afternoon's hearing. The great- 
r part of the time was occupied by wit- 
nesses, who told their stories to the com- 
mission and the two score persons as- 
sembled to watch the proceedings. 


The Y. M. C. A., the remonstrant, was 


represented by F. W. Qua, Esq., while 
Frederick 
Lawton, 
Esq., represented 


Deehan cfc Fitts, and N. D. Pratt, Esq.; 
guarded the interests of Patrick Dempsey, 
who owns the building in which the sa- 
"oon Is located. 


Chairman Faulkner opened the hearing 


jy reading, two petitions, one to revoke 
the license of Deehan •& Fitts, tho other 
irotesting against granting a license for 
he premises now occupied by them. 
Both petitions were from the Y.M.C.A., 


signed by President Hills and theitooard of 
directors. 


Mr. Faulkner said that the petitions 


came at a time when the commission was 
very busy and no action was taken until 
ilarch 30. 
Then an order was Issued to 


Deehan & Fitts requesting them to be 
present at a hearing to reply to the charge 
,hat they had violated the conditions of 
their license by allowing disorderly con- 
duct on their premises and also by allow- 
'ng minors to loiter around thereabouts. 


Lawyer Qua called Sec. Jones of the 


Y. M. 0. A., who told the following story: 
"On March 13, I was returning from sup- 
per with the physical director, Mr. Stroud, 
and my attention was directed to Deehan 
& Fitts' place by some small boys looking 
into the windows. He went over and looked 
n and two boys were fighting - and gath- 
ered around them were about 15 men in- 
cluding the bartender and the keeper of 
;he pool and billiard tables. They seemed 
;o encourage the fighting which at times 
jecaine so severe that the young boys were 
inocked down, only to be picked up by the 
bartender to start anew. 
Several other 


parties saw the occurrence and then 
Offi- 


cer Hickson was notified and he, very re- 
uctantly, went Into the saloon with my- 
self and several others and making his way 
.nto the crowd said: 'break away_ there.' 
This settled the fighting and the bartender 
;old the officer it would not occur again. 


"On a previous evening I also saw two 


boys in there having a boxing bout. 
I 


complained to the police captain that 


Iglit and he said the officer had also re- 


ported it. When It became known that 
we would protest against licensing the 
ilace, I was visited by Messrs. Deehan & 
Fitts and others who came in their behalf 
;o;learn if there was not some way to settle 
the matter. Mr. Fitts said that all the 
money he had was invested in this busi- 
ness and if they closed him up he would 
'ose his money. 


"One day we went and saw Mr. and 


Mrs. Shea, parents of the boys who were 
Ighting and told them of the circum- 
stances and requested them to come to the 
rooms the following Monday evening. Mr. 
Shea came on Monday as he promised and 
said Deehan & Fitts had given him $25 
not to appear.ragalnst them." 


Dr. Woodies was called and said he was 


present and witnessed the occurrence on 
:hat eveniug. 
/ 
John Maker, a young man, a member 


of the association referred to saw the 
trouble between the boys in the saloon. He 
also went in with Officer Hickson and 
saw the. crowd dispersed by the officer. 
Assistant Secretary Barton was also 


present s:nd witnessed the bout. It was 
lie who went for Officer Hicksou. On an- 
other occasion he saw two young boys 
;oing in there. 
Ralph Hayden related an occurrence he 


had seen in the saloon, when two boys, 
the older about 14 years of age, were hav- 
ing a boxing bout and enjoying a "great 
time." He visits the gymnasium every 
day, and never noticed any other disturb- 
ance in the saloon. 


Frederick G. Fleming, another gymnast, 


saw two or 'three boys, 0 or 10 years of 
age, going into the place about two 
months ago. 


Warren L. Floyd, a director of the 


Y. M. C. A., and a man opposed to the 
granting of liquor licenses and .a "no 
license" man, according to his own words, 
had heard tha case in question reported to 
the directors. A few. evenings after the 
occurrence, 
Mr. Fitta 
called at the 


Y. M. C. A. rooms, and asked if the case 
could be settled. "I told him so far as I 
was concerned it could not, as I am op- 
posed to liquor licenses. He said he had 
discharged the bartender who was present 
at 
the 
occurrence." Mr. Pratt then 


started to question Mr. Floyd. He asked 
the object of the association and Mr. 
Floyd replied. "Moral education and re- 
ligious training." 


This did not satisfy Mr. Pratt, who 


asked if it was not "to reclaim young men 
who ,had gone astray." Mr. Floyd ad- 
mitted, so, and in. response to a question of 
Mr. Pratt, said he did-not know that any 
members of the Y. M. C. A. go into 
Deehan & Fitts' place. 
.

William H. Ward, another director, said 


he heard the case reported to the board, 
and was also present the evening when 
Mr. Fitts called to try and fix the matter 
up. At that time'he told Mr. Fitts that 
"he looked like an intelligent mail who 
was capable of earning a living at some- 
thing other than the liquor business." 


Mr. Pratt asked:. "Supposlngyou could 


grant the license and it was a question 
whether you would take it away altogether 
for a .time, . or grant It for the Centra] 
street location, what would you do?" 


Mr. Ward said .he would like to : study 
that question, as well as another asked by 
Mr.: -.Pratt whether he" would prefer a;K- 
cense to be located:irL.the business or resi- 
dential, section. --As :to the.latter,-he 
his answer would depend upon the trave; 


or business in the section In which it is 
proposed to license a place. If he had his 
way he would place the license at the end 
of a, five mile lane. 
., 


Secretary Jones, recalled, stated that 


;he Y. M. C.'A. has a daily average at- 
tendance .of 231. 
He said there are sev- 


eral young Frenchmen who belong to the 
Y. 'M. C. ,A,, .and "I am free to confess 
that some of these when they leave the Y. 
M. C. A. rooms go into Deehan & Fitts' 
saloon, just as other French boys go for 
a drink." 


This closed the hearing so far as the re- 


"ocalion of this year's license was con- 
cerned, and It was asked if there were any 
Dthers who desired to say a word against 
.icensing the pi ace-next year. 
. J. G. Buttrick volunteered to say a word 
in protest to granting a license at this 
place the coming year. It Is too near the 
issoclatlou rooms, and ''we have the right 
to object as we are within 25 feet of the 
premises. Again the law does not allow a 
saloon within 400 feet of a school house, 
and as we conduct, various classes at the 
Association I think, the law should ap- 
ply."

There is no intention in this article to 


palliate the offences of those ivlio attempt- 
ed to assault, O'^S oil or to express sympathy 
for them. • If guilty of the charge, they 
took the law iuto their own hands and de- 
serve punishment.

TAKIODS IDEAS OF JUSTICE. 


It is not the province of a newspaper to 


pass sentence upon n prisoner accused of 
any offence; that is the duty of the judge 
or the jury that hears the evidence. 
But 


if the sentence is manifestly unjust, if it is 
too light or too heavy as compared with 
the sentences in cr.ses precisely simil'ir, or 
as judged by universal custom in such 
cases, then it is the duty of the newspaper 
to note the fact. 


There is no intention in this article to 


palliate the offences of those who attempt- 
ed to assault O'Xeil or to express sympathy 
for them. - If guilty of the charge, they 
took the law into their own hands and de- 
serve punishment. But there are two 
features of the last assault cases worthy of 
attention. When imposing a tine in the 
second assault case, the judge stated that 
if another case of the kind came before 
him, he would impose a sentence.

The eg- 
cnpo of no largo a proportion amounts to 
practical exemption from taxation. 
If it 


were possible to enforce the law, i& Is easy 
to see what would be the Ti.atural result. 
Rather than submit to the exaction of 
one-quarter or one-third of his income in 
taxes, the owner of shares In foreign cor- 
porations would follow hid investments 
and remove his person as well os his prop- 
erty from the jurisdiction of Massachu- 
setts. The law, na it stands, and laxly as 
it is enforced, is u crying injustice and a 
reproach to tho stato. 
It puts hor In the 


dishonest, attitude of demanding payment 
for service sho does not render; for taxa- 
tion implies protection, aud she cannot 
protect property beyond hqr state lines. 


The laiv tnxlng shares in foreign cor- 


porations is justified on the ground that 
Buch shares are personal property, and 
may therefore be properly lasecl to the 
owner in tho place where he resides. The 
reply to this claim is that the certificate of 
ownership in a corporation partakes no 
more of. tho nature of property than tlis 
title deed to real estate; that

AB Kroucht Oat In a Liquor Case la This 


County of Interest to Our JLooal Persecu- 
tors. 
A question of the admissabllity of a par- 


ticular piece of evidence in a liquor case 
was yesterday decided by the full bench of 
the Supreme court, in the case of common- 
wealth vs Hannah Welch. 


The defendant was convicted of main- 


taining a liquor nuisance in Cambridge be- 
tween Aug. 1, 1802, and Feb. 23, 1S93. At 
the trial in the Superior court there was 
evidence that many men had been seen 
goicg into a side door in the L of the de- 
fendant's house on Harding street, and 
that some of them were undor the influ- 
ence of liquor when they came out. 
From 


this side door there was a path to a side 
door in the L of another house. In this L 
was a room locked with a brass padlock, 
and in the room on Feb. 10, 1S93, was a 
throe-gallon jug nearly full of whiskey. A 
key fitting the padlock was in the defend- 
ant's house. 


Kxceptions were taken to the admission 


of evidence that on the same day the de- 
!endant's daughter, a girl of IB, who lived 
with her, after- looking up and down the 
street in front of the houses, was seen to 
;o several times from the defendant's side 
loor to the other, in a loose dress, and to 
return holding her dress as if she had 
something under it; that the officer seized 
this object from the outside of the dress 
and found it a hard substance, in size and 
shape like a quart bottle; that the defend- 
ant was present and ordered the officer to 
,et the girl go; that he said, "Let mo sea 
what that is;" and that the defendant an- 
swered "No, I won't." 


The court says the defendant's answer 


may have been dictated by other reasons, 
jut the jury were at liberty to find that il 
was due to unwillingness on her account 
to let the officer know what the object like 
a bottle was. The evidence was admissi- 
ble, the court holds, in connection with 
the other facts. 
The mode in which the 


officer got his knowledge of what tho girl 
Imd in her hand did not make the fact in- 
admissible.

in tho Fifth Avenud hotel, the residence 
and business house at S30 and 228 Fifth 
avenue, and considerable hotel property in 
Boston. To this property Mrs. Stevens, 
assisted by hor manager, Mr. Bankin, 
rave hor "undivided attention. 


Two children were baru to the conple, 


Henry Stevens, who died 12 years ago, and 
Mary Flsk Stevens, who is tho wife of Sir 
Arthur Henry Paget of London. The 
Pagets have throe children. Theso chll 
dren, with Lady Pagot, will bo tho direct 
heirs of Mrs. Stevens, 


For a number of years preceding her 


death Mrs. Stevens spent a portion of 
each year with her daughter In London, but 
usually summered at Newport, whore sho 
first mot Ward McAllister, with whom 
she was ou such friendly terms until tho 
time of nls death.

and treasurers; we must educate the great 
mass of the people, (applause): we have 
plenty of practical training, but we need

DOUBLE TAXATION 
QUESTION 


ATTRACTING THE ATTENTION OF 


ALL BAY STATE CITIZENS. 


VARIOUS IDEAS OF JCSTICE. 


It is not the province of a newspaper to 


pass sentence upon a prisoner accused o1 
any offence; that is the duty of the judge 
or the jury that hears the evidence. 
Bui 


if the sentence is manifestly unjust, if it is 
too light or too heavy as compared 
the sentences in cases precisely similar, or 
as judged by universal custom In such 
cases, then it is the duty of the newspaper 
to note the fact. 


There is no intention in this article to 


palliate the offences of those who attempt- 
ed to assault O'Xeil or to express sympathy 
for them. If guilty of the charge, they 
took the law into their own hands and de- 
serve punishment. 
But there are two 


features of the last assault cases worthy of 
attention. Wlien imposing a fine in the 
second assault case, the judge stated that 
if another case of the^ kind came before 
aim, he would impose a sentence. 


Two other cases of a similar character 


came before the court and in accordance 
•with the promise previously made, both 
Rot sentences. If all those charged with 
assaulting O'Xeil were parties to a. con- 
spiracy, the court's action ivould be fully 
justified, right and proper; but there was 
no proof of collusion among the accused. 
In point of fact, they were not acqiiaiutcd 
•with one another. If the snme rule • were 
followed in dealing with drunkards,where- 
in it would be just as permissible, we 
should have a scale of penalties forming a 
sort of arithmetical progression, beginning 
say at five dollars for the first, ten for the 
second, fifteen for the third and so on 
until the unfortunate who happened to be 
tenth would pay over $50 for an offence 
precisely similar to that for which the first 
paid bnt five dollars. 
This may be consid- 


ered an unfair application of the reductio 
ad absurdam, but it only shows the ab- 
sxvrdity of holding an offender in any way 


- responsible for previous offences commit- 


ted by others, wholly without his knowl- 
edge or participation. 
It is difficult to 


reconcile such a>rule with the idea of like 


. penalties for like offences or equal justice 
to all. 


Another feature of the case was, that 


Judge Eadley said he endeavored to keep 
the cause of the assaults ont" of the trial. 
If any man openly provokes assault by 
shouting charges against any class of citi- 
zens that fact, it seems, should be con- 
sidered as an extenuating circumstance; 
but since the mind of the court was made

SUPKEME COURT RULING 


AB TJronffht Out In a Liquor CnEe in Tills 


County of Interest to Oar Local Persecu- 
tors. 
A question of the admissabllHy of a par 


icular piece of evidence in a liquor cage 
n'as yesterday decided by the full bench of 
he Supreme court, in the case of common- 
wealth vs Hannah Welch. 


The defendant was convicted of main- 


lining a liquor nuisauce in Cambridge be- 
wecn Aug. 1, 1892, and Feb. 23, 1803. At 
he trial in tho Superior court there was 
vidence that many men. had beeu seen 
;oing into a side door In the L of the de- 
endant's house on Harding street, and 
hat some of them were under the Influ- 
ince of liquor when they came out. From 
his side door there was a path to a side 
loor in the L of another houso. In this L 
vas EI room locked with a brass padlock, 
ind In the room on Feb. 19, 1893, was a 
ihree-gallon jug nearly full of whiskey. A 
cey fitting the padlock was in the defend- 
mt's house. 


Exceptions were taken to the admission 


of evidence that on,the same day the de- 
"endant's daughter,' a girl of 16, who lived 
with her, after looking up and down the 
street in front of the houses, was aeen to 
go several times from the defendant's side 
door to the other, in a loose dress, and to 
return holding her dress as if she had 
something under it; that the officer seized 
.his object from the outside of the dress 
and found it a hard substance, in size and 
shape like a quart bottle; that the defend- 
rat was present and ordered the officer to 
et the girl go; that he said, "Let mo sen 
,vhat that Is;" and that the defendant an- 
swered "No, I won't." 


The court says the defendant's answer 


may have been dictated by other reasons, 
jut the jury were at liberty to find that il 
was due to unwillingness on her account 
to let the officer know what the object like 
a bottle was. The evidence was admissl- 
jle, tli e court holds, in connection with 
the other facts. 
The mode in which the 


officer got his knowledge of what the girl 
iiul in her hand did not make the fact in- 
admissible.

At the time of her death, only her phy- 


sician and the manager of her estates, Mr. 
:laukln, were present at the bedside, with 
wo intimate friends. 
Although she 


iad been sick for more than a week, her 
death was not expected. At noon,' her 
condition became alarming, and at 2 
o'clock sho sank into a comatose condi- 
tion, from which alio had not recovered 
when sho breathed her last. 


JNlrs. Stevens was one of the large fam- 


,ly of Judge Reed, a prominent jurist of 
Massachusetts. 
'She was born In Lowell 


a little moro than 01 years ago. Whilo she 
was only a girl sho inoc Paran Stevens, a 
wealthy hocol man of this city, to whom 
she was married a year later. 
It was in 


Boston, however, where Mrs. Sbevous first 
oegan her social life, In which sho later 
achieved such a success. 
Paran Stevens 


owned the Tremout Houso in that city, 
nnd it was In that house that Mrs. Ste- 
vens began to entertain so lavishly, it was 
iora tuat sho first met all of Boston's so- 
ciety people. 


Valuable Property Possessions. 


Mr. and Mrs. Stevens later took up their 


residence In this city, and it was here thai; 
Mr. Stevens died SO "years ago, leaving an 
estate valued at olnioso 51,000,000. 
In- 


cluded in this estate was tho Victoria 
.lotol, which failed a few days ago, a share 
in the Fifth Avenue hotel, the residence 


nd business houso at 230 and 228 ]flftb. 
avenue, and considerable hotel property in 
Boston. To this property Mra. Stevens, 
assisted by her manager, Mr. Rankln, 
gave her undivided attention. 


Two children wore bom to the couplo, 


Henry Stevens, who died 13 years ago, and 
Maty Flslc Scovcns, who is the wife of Sir 
Arthur Henry Paget of London. Tho 
Pagets have three children. These chil- 
dren, with Lady Paget, will be the direct 
heirs of Mrs. Stevens. 


For a number of years preceding her 


death Mrs. Stovens spent a portion of 
each year with her daughter in London, but 
usually summered at Newport, whore she 
first mot Ward McAllister, with whom 
sho was on such friendly terms until tho 
time of his death. 


During all her long life Mrs. Stevens 


possessed a peculiarly striking individu- 
ality, frequently taking persunal matters 
into tor own hands and carrying out her 
wishes.

The.Captain of- a JTialilncj Smaok! Murdered 


In Cold Ulood. 


HAVANA, April 4.—The governor of San- 


tiogo province reports that the gunboat 
Yudia, while cruising, along the coast, 
caine .upon a foreign .fishing 
smack 


stranded on tho beach nt Duaba, a short 
distance west of Baracoa. 
The captain of 


the smaok was dead. Two sailors-who 
wore- captured and 
tak*en 
aboard the 


Yndla, reported, that they had landed 22 
naurgente. 


There had been trouble, they said, be-
